Terrorism by Greeks. 

The terrors suffered by the Moslems 
living in the Greek occupied territories 
as the army retreated have not been 
told.

This series of massacres 
is one of the worst in the vicious circle 
of the near east. No estimate is pos- 
sible until a careful check has been 
completed in every ruined city and vil- 
lage. 

The acte of the Greek army in west- 
ern Anatolia are one of the biackest 
spots in the whole history of western 
civilization. Not even the excuse of 
anger would mitigate the bloody hor- 
rors.

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the issue does not lie between employer and em- 
ployé, but between the striker and the public, rep- 
resented by the government. This issue is, in 
short, to what extent if any is the right to strike 
egainst an agency of interstate commerce limited 
by the public interest; or, to put it another way, 
how and to what extent may the government act 
to prevent obstruction of interstate commerce 
through means adopted by strikers to enforce a 
strike against their employers? 

We think this quéstion is essentially political 
and should have been answered explicitly by the 
political branch of ovr government, that is, by 
congress through appropriate legislation. We 
think it is unfortunate that such a question, with 
its ‘wide and delicate implications, should be 
thrust upon the judicial branch of government 
without the guidance of explicit statute, and to this 
consideration we shall return at another time. 
The question which Judge Wilkerson had to de- 
cide and which the upper courts doubtless will re- 
view, is whether the restraint asked by the gov- 
ernment in this case is proper under the law as it 
exists at this time. 

There does not seem to be any direct challenge 
of the right to strike. Judge Wilkerson has said 
that it was not raised in the present case. In the 
much more aggravated situation of the railway 
strike of 1894 the court remarks in the Debs in- 


‘junction case that “the right of any laborer, or 


any number of laborers, to quit work was not chal- 
lenged. The scope and purpose of the bill was 
only to restrain forcible obstructions of the high. 
ways along which interstate commerce travels and 
mails are carried.” 

In that casé & drastic injunction was granted, 
but the circumstances, in our opinion, should be 
compared to that in which the Daugherty injunce: 
tion was asked. The strike of 1894 involved a 
very serious, if not complete paralysis of railway 
service, and was attended by violence of an even 
more serious extent than that of the present strike. 
Such were the conditions that the Supreme court 
in affirming the injunction granted placed it on 
the ground not of mere interference with inter- 
state commerce but on .the broad ground that 
“every government, intrusted by the very terms 
of its being with powers and duties to be exer- 
cised and discharged for the public welfare, has 
a right to apply to its own courts for any proper 
assistance in the exercise of the one and the dis- 
charge of the other.” The 1894 strike had reached 
a pass at which even a deciaration of martial law 
might have been justified, and, of course, the mild- 
er resort to injunction was justified. In the pres- 
ent strike, while conditions were less serious, Judge 
Wilkerson holds that the facts show a concerted 
effort to restrain commerce, and that the defend- 
ants “ will not be permitted to continue acts which, 
even though they may be peaceable and lawful 
in themselves, it has been demonstrated, are only 
a part of a program of unlawful conduct, and are 
done for the accomplishment of an unlawful ppr- 
pose.” 

Thus it would seem the restraint is not limited 
to acts of violence, which are, of course, unlawful 
in themselves, but also reaches acts which if not 
done in furtherance of an unlawful purpose, name- 
ly, to restrain interstate commerce, would not 
be subject to restraint. 

This brings up the phase of the original order 
which has been chiefly questioned, that affecting 
persuasion and discussion or free speech. To meet 
this objection, the order has been amended so as 
not to reach use of funds for lawful purposes 
or “to prohibit the expression of any opinion or 


argument not intended to aid or encourage the | 


doings of any of the acts heretofore enjoined. or 
not calculated to maintain or prolong a conspiracy 
to restrain interstate commerce or transportation. ’’ 

This amendment obviously does not cover the 
objections raised. It leaves the restraint where 
it was so far as this strike is concerned. In short.

At times we feel that their the- 
orles are seriously in error, but we cannot question 
their sincerity, and we do not doubt that they are 
performing a valuable work in inculcating Ameri- 
can ideas and ideals into a class of residents who 
probably could receive such ideas from no other 
source, 

The Prosveta, as we have said, is the single out- 
standing exception. Its attitude is to be deplored. 
But with a circulation of only a small fraction of 
the combined circulations of the dozens of foreign 
language newspapers in Chicago it is hardly to be 
feared. There may be others like it in other lan- 
guages, but they have not come to our attention. 
And we are convinced that the spirit which actu- 
ates this foreign language press in general is good, 
not bad, and eventually will tend to make this a 
more homogeneous, a more closely united, and ae 
stronger nation. 


BLACK CLOUDS ON THE 
HORIZON. 


Battling Siki, the brunette fighter from Senegal, 
who is alleged to train on hard liquor and blows 
from a hammer on the sconce, has laid the idol of 
France, Georges Carpentier, in the rosin, and 
thereby lifted himself to fame and probable for- 
tune, He rises as another dark cloud, consider- 
ably bigger than a man’s hand, upon the horizon 
of our Mr, Dempsey’s future. 

That makes two clouds which threaten to deprive 
Dempsey of sunlight for a period of ten seconds or 
more. The first is Mr. Wills, who, in bulk at least, 
is much more menacing than the battling Sene- 
galese. We have long pined to see Dempsey 
either obliterate that cloud or take a definite place 
in its shadow. But so far he has avoided it. And 
now comes another cloud, smaller, but apparently 
even more dense, It begins to look like a storm. 
If Dempsey doesn't want to get soaked he will 
retire indoors or put up @n umbrella. 

But we are becoming a little uneasy about this 
rising tide of color. Siki follows so closely upon 
the successes of Mustapha Kemal, the independ- 
ence of Egypt, the rise of Pancho Villa, flyweight, 
not bandit, and the imminence of King Feisal’s 
restoration. His victory over Georges is probably 
being celebrated in the jungle in a manner some- 
what similar to the Persian and Arabian and In- 
dian celebrations of Kemal Pasha’s victory. 

If the league of nations could be called upon to 
control him, all might be well. But it probably 
would not function in his case any better than it 
does in Asia Minor. Therefore other means must 
be sought. 

We have wanted to see Wills meet Dempsey. 
But we are willing to forego that if he will meet 
Siki. We could bet then as we shall bet on New 
York to win the world’s baseball championship. 
There would be no racial uprising after that. 

Later we might suggest timidly that Dempsey 
meet the winner. That certainly would save him 
one clash with a black man. And if he won, Kemal)

COMMON LAW TRUST. 

Chicago, Sept. 21.—{To the Legal 
Friend of the People.]—Where may I! 
secure the data of a common law trust 
estate? This does not pertain to the es- 
tate of an individual], but is operated as 
a trust company having a president and 
board of trustees. They are selling stock 
for the benefit of the company 80 as to 
operate it. A. %. F. 

In the organization of a common law trust 
certain assets are placed in trust under an 
instrument which provides that the trustees 
shall engage in business and shall distribute 
proceeds among the contributors in agreed 
proportions. Usually the trustees, are di- 
rected to insert in every contract they enter 
into an express provision that the other 
party shall look only to the trust fund, that 
no personal liability is assumed. The re- 
sult has many of the attributes of a statu- 
tory corporation, but if the contributors 
are given the degree of control possessed 
by the stockholders of a corporation they 
are likely to be held to partnership liabil- 
ity. There are other posstble sources of 
difficulty, so that it is more dangerous to 
operate such a trust than to operate a 
corporation, without competent legal advice.

“Shortage of Labor.

Ih the days when busi- 
ness and industry were running at top 
speed the first objection always raised 
was that an eight hour day would put 
the steel businese on the rocks be- 
cause not enough “new” labor is 
available in normal times, so that out- 
put would dwindle if hours were cut 
while costa would rise. 

On the basis that normally the steel 


nana aaore about half a million 
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that a change to three shifte would 
mean a call for between 75,000 and 
126,000 “new” workers. With immi-: 
‘gration at a stop since 1914, the indus- 
try during the “peak” days of the 
post-armistice period argued it could 
not find this amount of “new” labor, 


Spring New Argument. 

The slump changed al! this. During: 
the period of depression when over 
4,000,000 industrial workers were out 
of steady employment, it was urged | 
that steel could now make its change 
to a three-shift day without any dis-. 
turbance. Wages went down and the 
steel men argued it would*}e injurious 
to accentuate all this by a shortening 
of hours. Employment was reduced ‘on 
account of lack of orders and to spread 
out the jobs there was much part time 
employment. 

But in the main the long shifts were 
not decreased. Men worked fewer days 
a week ‘and fewer weeks a month in- 
stead of fewer hours a day. 

Besides, it was argued the switch to’! 
a three shift day would increase costs’ 
at a time when trade was stagnant. 
President Harding emphasized all this 
at his White House dinner to the steel- 
men, saying that the one hope of abol- 
ishing the excessively long day is to 
do it before the industrial revival gets, 
into full swing.

“ Help me get rid of the body, or I'll 
fix you, too,” said Cudello, according to 
young Nitti. Horses were hitched to 
the wagon and the pair drove through 
plowed fields to the drainage canal, 
nearly a mile away. Cudello, the boy 
said, carried the body on his back to 
the bridge and dropped it into the 
water. 

The boy, held at the Juvenile home, 
asserted that his mother knew nothing | 
of the murder until told of it by 
Cudello. 


CHICAGO MADE 
HUB OF U.S. AIR 
MAIL SERVICE 


“First definite steps toward establish- 
ing Chicago as the center of the United 
States air mail service were taken yes- 
terday when Col. Paul Henderson, sec- 
ond assistant postmaster general, and 
C. F. Hegge, in charge of the air mail 
service, arrived in the city prepared 
to let contracts for the constructicn 
of the necessary buildings. 

For several years the air mail field 
has been situated on Checkerboard field 
in Maywood, but this tract has been 
purchased by the forest preserve, mak- 
ing a change necessary. The govern- 
ment now has leased the east half of 
the old gpeedway, a short distance frora 
the present field, and it is here that 
the new center will be established. 

The government plans to construct 
an assembly depot to have 58,000 
square feet of floor space and two great 
hangars with 10,000 feet of floor space 
in each, in addition to a number of 
smaller buildings.
